Merit, Service 
Wage Increases 
May Be Granted 


Retail Coal Dealers 
May Boost Prices 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2 iff*)—'The 
government tonight unfroze wages 
and salaries of millions of workers 
to perimt pay hikes for m erit and 
length of service. 
However, the Wage Stabilization 
Board said employers can’t raise 
prices to offset pay increases they 
may grant under the new regulation. 
Another government order gave 
retail coal dealers permission 
to 
moost their prices as much as 25 
cents on soft coal and 90 cents on 
anthracite tomorrow. 
This passes 
along the increase allowed to pro­ 
ducers yesterday to pay for wrage 
raises given John L. Lewis’ miners. 
Officials have said they expected 
the actual increase to be less than 
90 and 25 cents because of coal’s 
competitive position with other fuels. 


Doubts Meat Ceilings Hold 
Meanwhile, a former OPA official 
told Congress he doubts the present 
ceilings on m eat prices will hold in 
view of great demand. 
The witness, J. Kenneth Gal- 
graith, onetime deputy director of 
the Office of Price Administration, 
said th at even if the m eat prices 
held, the attem pt to meet demand 
would be a heavy drain on feed sup 
plies. 
Rising feed prices would in turn 
force up prices of milk, poultry and 
eggs, G albraith said. 
Meat prices were frozen along with 
most other prices a t current levels 
a week ago. 
Galbraith said the key dangers 
to wage-price stability were in a 
relatively 
few 
items—food, basic 
clothing and rent. “None of these 
later is now securely controlled,’’ 
he said. 
Galbraith 
appeared before the 
Senate-House Economic Committee 
w hich is conducting roundtable dis­ 
cussions on inflation problems. 


Must Follow Pattern 
Tonight’s wage order relaxed the 
general 
wage freeze 
which was 
clamped on last week. 
The wage board specified however 
uUe increases must follow “estab­ 
lished patterns” in effect in 1950. 
Officials further stressed the thaw 
in the freeze will not perm it gen­ 
eral across-the-board pay hikes. 
Clark Kerr, a member of the 
nine-m an wage board, described the 
action as “an interim one.” 
He said the order was designed to 
perm it “day to day pay adjust­ 
m ents” in the country’s industrial 
production picture. 
He estimated th at 
millions 
of 
workers—virtually all of the hour­ 
ly wage earners in the country— 
will be affected by the relaxation.

Records Tumble 
As East Shivers

Millions of Americans shivered 
Friday under a frigid wave that 
smashed long-standing cold records 
in some areas. The death toll rose 
to 169. 
Sharp cold punished most of the 
nation but the hardest blows land­ 
ed on the Midwest and Kentucky. 
The 35 below zero at Greensburg 
was the lowest ever officially re­ 
corded in Indiana. It was two de­ 
grees under the previous bottom, a 
-33 reached at La Fayette In 1887. 
But there was brisk competition 
for the low spots on the weather’s 
totem pole. 
The mass of cold air th at had 
enveloped the middle of the nation 
moved to the East. Rising tem pera­ 
tures were forecast for the winter- 
weary Midwest. 
Meantime, the cold, and the snow 
and sleet storms th at struck earlier 
in the week slowed the pace of daily 
activity in many sections. 
Hundreds of schools either were 
locked or attended by small classes 
fruit crop losses mounted. 
The extreme cold forced some 
natural gas companies to cut down 
the flow of gas to big industrial 
customers. 
Sojne factories closed. 
Reason* for the curtailm ent were

These increases, if adopted, would 
raise the total federal tax take to an 
estimated $64,200,000,000. The largest 
amount of taxes collected in any one 
year thus far was $43,000,000,000 in 
wartime 1945. 
That budget tentatively calls for 
spending $71,600,000,000 in the next 
fiscal year beginning July 1. It ad­

Thus it appeared th at the next 
tax boosting request will call for a 
very substantial amount — perhaps 
$6,000,000,000 to $7,000,000,000 — to 
achieve the President’s aim of a 
pay-as-we-go preparedness program. 
Mr. Truman, however, mentioned 
no figure in this connection. 
Even before the tax message went 
to Capitol Hill, Sen. Byrd (D-Va) 
had declared a single $10,000,000,000 
tax boost would be enough if proper 
economy was exercised in passing on 
the Truman spending program. 
In his special message, Mr. T ru­ 
man presented little more than the 
bare girders of the new tax struc­ 
ture he proposed. Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder is to fill in the 
details when the House Ways and 
Means Committee starts hearings 
Monday. 
The President said the personal 
Income tax is and should remain 
’’the mainstay of our federal tax 
system.” He declared small taxpay­ 
ers, as well as big, must shoulder an 
increase, because the bulk of the 
personal income in this country is 
received by persons in the $2,000- 
$10,000 brackets.

Chou Blasts U. S., 
U. N. Resolution 


TOKYO, Saturday. Feb. 3 <>P> 
— Communist China’s Premier 
said today the “United States 
government and its accomplices” 
want war and have “blocked the 
path to a peaceful settlement in 
Korea.” 
Chou En-Lai’s statem ent came 
in a Peiping radio broadcast giv­ 
ing Red China’s first official 
reaction to the United Nations 
resolution branding his country 
an aggressor in the Korean war. 
The broadcast was monitored in 
Tokyo. 
The No. 2 man of Communist 
China declared his regime “will 
absolutely pay no attention to a 
U. N. “good offices” committee 
proposed in the resolution to 
help bring the conflict to an 
end. 
The Premier, who also is the 
foreign minister, said the resolu­ 
tion “in a most naked way 
proves to the peace-loving peo­ 
ple of the world th at the United 
States government and Its ac­ 
complices w ant not^ peace but 
war and th at they have blocked 
the path to a peaceful settle­ 
m ent.”

Doubts Meat Ceilings Hold 
Meanwhile, a former OPA official 
told Congress he doubts the present 
ceilings on meat prices will hold in 
view of great demand. 
The witness, J. Kenneth Gal- 
graith, onetime deputy director of 
the Office of Price Administration, 
said that even if the meat prices 
held, the attempt to meet demand 
would be a heavy drain on feed sup­ 
plies. 
Rising feed prices would in turn 
force up prices of milk, poultry and 
eggs, Galbraith said. 
Meat prices were frozen along with 
most other prices at current levels 
a week ago. 
Galbraith said the key dangers 
to wage-price stability were in a 
relatively few items—food, basic 
clothing and rent.

Records Tumble 
As East Shivers

Millions of Americans shivered 
Friday under a frigid wave that 
smashed long-standing cold records 
in some areas. The death toll rose 
to 169. 
Sharp cold punished most of the 
nation but the hardest blows land­ 
ed on the M dwest and Kentucky. 
The 35 below zero at Greensburg 
was the lowest ever officially re­ 
corded in Indiana. It was two de­ 
grees under the previous bottom, a 
-33 reached at La Fayette in 1887. 
But there was brisk competition 
for the low spots on the weather’s 
totem pole. 
The mass of cold air that had 
enveloped the middle of the nation 
moved to the East. Rising tempera­ 
tures were forecast for the winter- 
weary Midwest. 
Meantime, the cold, and the snow 
and sleet storms that struck earlier 
in the week slowed the pace of daily 
activity in many sections. 
Hundreds of schools either were 
locked or attended by small classes 
fruit crop losses mounted. 
The extreme cold forced some 
natural gas companies to cut down 
the flow of gas to big industrial 
customers. 
Some factories closed. 
Reason* for the curtailment were 
the increased demand and pipe line 
leaks.

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Divide And Conquer 
Occasionally some commentator on the interna­ 
tional scene observes that the aim of some of the 
Communist maneuvering appears to be the division of 
the non-Communist nations. Of course this is so. The 
“divide and conquer” technique was brought to per­ 
fection by Hitler, but he neither invented nor ended 
the device. It always has been the way of an ambitious 
nation, faced with an alliance of opposed nations, to 
attempt to weaken or break the opposing alliance. 
That is still the way of an ambitious nation. In 
the Conference of Foreign Ministers, In the United 
Nations, and through whatever other means appeared 
likely to serve, Russia has tirelessly tried to find and 
magnify differences among the Western powers. From 
the first moment that Red Chinese leaders could take 
time off from their conquest of China to think about 
international politics, they have shown skill at ex­ 
ploiting the points of difference between American and 
British interests in the Far East. They still show that 
skill, and now have a more involved set of alliances 
on which to employ it. 
The technique can be used by our side, too. We 
have already tried it, with some success, in the en­ 
couragement given to the Tito regime of Yugoslavia 
in its quarrel with the Comlnform. With the Voice 
of America and other propaganda instruments we 
probe for other cracks between Russia and its European 
satellites. 
In the Far East, on the other hand, little visible 
effort has been made to weaken the Communist alli­ 
ances. On the contrary our dealings with Red China 
have generally tended to drive the Peiping regime* 
closer to Moscow. Much effortJias been spent in fight­ 
ing Communists in Indochina, but not much in at­ 
tempting to split them away from Peiping and Moscow. 
We need to pursue our own policies carefully to 
guard against the exploitation of differences with our 
allies. We need also to watch more closely for chances 
to divide our opponents.

Price Of Freedom 
The American people can find needed courage to 
face the present difficult situation by again reviewing 
the early history of the nation. In December, 1776, 
Washington’s ragged regiments were camped on the 
Pennsylvania side of the Delaware River, without 
shelter, some shoeless, with little food. They had re­ 
treated across New Jersey in the face of a superior 
British force. The Army lacked everything needed to 
win a war, including weapons and disciplined soldiers. 
There had been many desertions, the country was 
demoralized and divided, money was worthless. The 
British held New York City, Long Island and most of 
New Jersey. It was a beaten army which stood listening 
to the words of Thomas Paine, one of its members. 
“These are Mmes which try men’s souls,” he told 
his comrads. “The summer soldier and the sunshine 
patriot will, in this crisis, shrink from the service of 
his country . . . Tyranny, like hell, is not easily con­ 
quered, yet we have this consolation that the harder 
the conflict th% more glorious the triumph. 
“Heaven knows how to set a proper price upon its 
goods, and it would be strange, indeed, if so celestial 
an article as freedom should not be highly rated.” 
The rest is history. Washington led his soldiers 
across an ice-choked river in that Christmas night in 
1776 to victory and a free nation was made secure. It 
is this same nation which today faces a test to deter­ 
mine whether its people are sunshine patriots, or have 
retamed the courage and patriotism which brought it 
into being. 


CHILD who is born with a 
heart defect should not have 
his activities restricted un­ 
necessarily. The majority will 
discover their limitations as soon as 
they become active. As a result they 
are likely to refrain from running 
upstairs or down the hall if it makes 
them short of breath or fatigued. 
Nature is kind in this respect. 
Some infants who are born with 
this type of handicap, however, have 
all they can do to survive because 
the heart has difficulty pumping 
blood thru the body. The skin often 
is blue, hence the term “blue baby.” 
This cyanosis occurs when the ven­ 
ous blood mixes with the arterial 
blood before it has had a chance to 
be purified by the lungs. Conse­ 
quently, all the blood is darker than 
usual. Tfiese youngsters are likely to 
be short of breath in addition to the 
change in complexion. Some are 
comfortable only when they stoop 
over from a squatting position; oth­ 
ers are bothered when lying flat or 
after exercise. At the other extreme 
are cases where the defect is so mild 
it causes little or no trouble; the 
lesion usually is found accidentally 
in a routine examination. 


Every day more progress is being 
made in the surgical treatment of 
these congenital conditions. There Is 
nothing 
more dramatic 
than 
to 
watch the before and after scenes. 
Many little ones are helped to such 
an extent that on leaving the hos­ 
pital they do not look like the same 
children who entered. The color Is 
better and they are able to breathe 
without straining every muscle in 
the chest and neck. In the few years 
that surgery has been possible new 
operations have been devised and 
now at least six anomalies are amen­ 
able to this form o f treatment. Fur­ 
thermore. so m any cases have been 
operated upon th a t m any surgeons 
are seasoned in this procedure. Most 
of the hazards have been removed, 
thus adding to the safety of the 
m aneuver. 
Surgery 
makes 
the 
congenital 
cardiac victim more comfortable but 
many other measures are available 
to prolong life. Most children with 
disorders of this nature are sensible 
about overexertion and too much 
restriction is likely to make them 
unhappy. On the other hand, group 
activities 
and 
competitive 
games 
must be omitted if they lead to 
overfatigue. Infection also is a sec­ 
ret enemy. Colds can be minimized 
especially thru the winter and spring 
months. The physician should be 
called immediately whenever a res­ 
piratory infection develops because 
these attacks demand vigorous treat­ 
ment 
with 
the 
sulfonamides 
or 
antibiotics.

Asquith brought in several prominent Conservatives, 
Including Arthur Balfour who had been prime minister 
In the last Tory administration. Under Asquith first 
and later under Lloyd George the coaltion lasted until 
1922, when the Conservatives revolted and put in a 
government entirely from their own party. 
Winston Churchill headed a coalition all through 
his premiership. A prominent member was the present 
Labor prime minister, Clement Attlee. 
Now coalition talk is heard again. The difficulties 
are partly personal and partly relating to policy. 
Churchill and Attlee would both be unwilling to occupy 
the second place. On the political side, coalition would 
mean shelving of the steel nationalization proposal, 
dear to Labor’s h°ait. Also Attlee is not free to choose 
his colleagues as he pleases. He is pledged to consult 
the party organization which only in the direst straits 
would consent to put Conservatives In offices which 
Labor men might fill. 
Probably th® time Is not yet ripe for another 
coalition. If war '♦ame. coalition would come with it but 
otherwise it ls nof iikely to be adopted. 


Novelists' Good Deeds 
T h e novels of Charles Dickens and their social and 
econ mile e ffe c ts arc to be studied in a course, open to 
the public, a t New York University. This may be the 
first such course in any American higher institution, 
though naturally the many courses in English liter­ 
ature or the history of the novel have included Dickens 
and his achievements in their subject matter. The 
New York study will apparently be more extensive. 
T h e sto ry wit.i a moral is apt to be the least suc­ 
cessful fo rm of literary art. Not so with Dickens. Few 
writers ard few statesmen have remedied as many 
abuses as did he Imprisonment for debt, the law’s 
d elay s a n d th e cruei treatment of children at unsuper­ 
vised b o ard in g scnools all received stunning blows from 
his pen In m a n y cases these blows were mortal. 
O f A m erican writers only Harriett Beecher Btowe 
in ‘U ncle Tom’s Cabin” has been as decisively bene­ 
ficial to a n o p p rssie d class. It is still too early to decide 
the effect of J o h n S te in b e c k ’s “G ra p es of Wrath,” with 
its b itte r p o rtra y a l of the plight of the itinerant farm 
w o rk er 
S uch writers show th a t the novel may be an act 
public service as well as a w ork of a rt. 


The wonder drugs also are util­ 
ized in case of tonsillectomy or 
tooth extraction.

W ASHINGTON — The two m en 
who rule the Chicago underworld 
today are Tony Accardo and Jack 
Guzik. 
Not only have they taken 
over the vast and profitable dom ain 
of A1 Capone along the shores of 
Lake 
M ichigan, 
but 
they 
have 
spread out Into the lush crim e fields 
of Florida and California. 
Four years ago Accardo and G u­ 
zik, long operating inform ally %s a 
team , legalized 
their 
partnership 
and notified the governm ent th a t 
for the year of 1946 they had earned 
a total of $130,000. 
T he source of this profit they list­ 
ed m erely as “o ther Income.” which 
poses an obvious problem for Uncle 
S am ’s tax collectors. In tern al Rev­ 
enue solved it th a t year, by w riting 
th e following notation a t the bot­ 
tom of G uzik’s and Accardo’s tax 
re tu rn : 
“The partners refused to divulge 
the source of this income. Insom uch 
as the partnership reports a sub­ 
stan tial am ount, the correctness of 
which is impossible to check, it is 
opined th a t further 
investigation 
is im practicable. — (signed) Ned 
K lein, Revenue Agent.” 
This was about the best Agent 
K lein could do under the circum ­ 
stances. However, if Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder w anted to set up 
a special tax squad to watch the 
big 
racketeers, 
and 
if 
Congress 
wanted to give him the money for 
this, the effect would be: 
1. To bring considerably more 
revenue into the treasury. 
2. To ham per if not drive the 
hoodlum s out of business. 
For no hoodlum can operate when 
he knows th a t In tern al Revenue 
m en are breathing down his neck 
every m inute, not only w atching his 
operations but checking on his so- 
called business deductions. 


Protection Payoffs 


The latter is the Achilles’ heel 
of the underworld. 
For the chief 
business deductions of the hoodlums 
arep rotection money paid to police 
and local politicians. This is not a 
legal business deduction under the 
tax laws, and by w atching this. 
Revenue Agents not only can help 
clean up city politics but help drive 
the hoodlums out of business. 
To illustrate, let’s take a closer 
look a t the profits of Jack Guzik. 
No. 2 inheritor of the old A1 Capone 
rackets. 
Last year Guzik and Ac­ 
cardo reported an income of $278,- 
667.89 from the Erie and B uffa­ 
lo Co., which happens to be a policy 
wheel. This was operated by Caesar 
and Leo Benvenuti up until 1947, 
when their home was bombed. 
The reason their home was bomb­ 
ed was fairly obvious. They were 
m aking too m uch money. So the 
Guzik-Accardo crowd decided pro­ 
fits should be shared. They muscled 
in. 
Incom e-tax returns a t this point 
m ake it fairly clear as to what h ap­ 
pened. 
A fter the 1947 bombing, 
Sam Pardy and Tom M anno took 
over the policy wheel, leaving only 
sm all commissions for the two Ben­ 
venuti brothers. 
The real money 
went to the two men who muscled 
in, and the Erie and Buffalo Com­ 
pany’s tax return under Pardy and 
M anno shows $278,667,89 paid as 
“salaries, fees and commissions for 
A. J. Accardo.” 


nice, round Income of $100,000 which 
he attributed to “various sources.” 
This left Internal Revenue Agents 
with the problem of making a long, 
exhaustive Investigation; and, lack­ 
ing both time and jiersonnel, n oth­ 
ing further was done. 
In 1947, things w eren’t quite so 
lush for the Chicago lord of the 
underworld. He listed a profit of 
only $51,000, 
though in 
1946 
he 
m ade $65,000 from his partnership 
w ith Accardo plus another $7,500 of 
“various income.” 
G uzik’s 
income 
was 
som ew hat 
sim ilar in the w ar years. In 1944, for 
instance, he claimed a total income 
of only $16,000, while in 1943 he list­ 
ed $8,080 from “wagering,” $2,500 
from “football.” $6,000 from “m is­ 
cellaneous sources,” and $4,000 from 
“Dome.” This is the nam e of a 
night club licensed in the nam e of 
Guzik’s brother-in-law . There was 
no explanation as to how Guzik 
m ade his m oney from “football.” 
Presum ably Guzik ought to be 
careful about his income tax now, 
for he wras sentenced to five years 
for tax evasion in 1930. 
This was 
in the Hoover A dm inistration, when 
the treasury was a lot tougher on 
gangsters th an they are today. The 
treasury a t th a t tim e claimed th a t 
Guzik, then business m anager for 
the Capone Syndicate, netted $1,- 
000,000 during th e years 1927-28-29, 
and owed the governm ent $250,000. 
He got five years in Leavenworth, 
plus a fine of $17,500. 
Guzik has also served other m inor 
Jail sentences for larceny and boot­ 
legging, was arrested in New York 
In connection with the m urder of 
Jake Ingle, but released. He is not 
a m em ber of the M afia, though as­ 
sociated with M afia leaders.

WASHINGTON 
NE OF THE striking features 
of this phase of President 
T rum an’s national leadership 
(perhaps resulting from a cer­ 
tain lack of self-confidence) is the 
im mense independent authority the 
President has recently conferred on 
chosen individuals. 
No single American official in the 
past has ever wielded such power 
over the domestic economy as has 
been given, by form al directive, to 
Defense Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson. 
Equally, no other American, even 
including Secretaries of State, has 
had quite the pow’er to m ake or 
break this country’s foreign rela­ 
tions th a t has been conferred, again 
by formal directive, on G eneral of 
the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower. By 
Elsenhower, the W estern alliance us 
to stand or fall. 
The first thing to note about this 
bold experim ent is its effect on the 
m an himself. I t seems a reasonable 
guess th a t in the years from the 
end of the war until his selection sis 
S u p r e m e Europeun Com mander, 
Gen. Eisenhower suffered from a 
deep, and in some ways a weakening 
inner conflict. 
A Public Figure 
On the one hand, he has deeply 
ingrained in him the old American 
Army tradition, so often '»nd so 
firm ly 
expounded 
by 
his 
great 
model, George C. M arshall, th a t 
men in uniform have no place or 
p art In politics. Anyone who knows 
Eisenhower a t all, knows th at the 
notion of exchanging his oak-leaved 
cap for a cam paigner’s som brero 
inspires him with genuine m oral 
horror. O n the other hand, he Is a 
public m an, in the best sense of the 
word, from the soles of his feet to 
the hair on his head; hr is still 
young and vigorous, and he visibly 
does not relish the quiet pursuits of 
a retired officer. 
Take 
these 
contrary 
impulses. 
Note th a t all sorts of people, to 
serve their own purposes, engaged 
in a sort of perpetual cooch dance, 
to tem pt Elsenhower to forget Ids 
prejudice against politics and 
to 
enter public life. It is easy U» see 
how conflicting feelings m ust have 
pulled him in different directions, 
and how this inner conflict was 
reflected in a sort of uncertainty of 
action and expression. 
All th a t ended Instantly and auto­ 
m atically, however, the day th a t 
Elsenhower was called back into 
uniform and given the hardest as­ 
signm ent any American general has 
ever had. A m an who knows him 
well has rem arked, “He seemed to 
grow a foot, overnight.” 
Faith And Determ ination 
T he im pact of this altered Eisen­

For the exact opposite 
is true. 
Much duplication on the 
transportation and supply side, of 
course, has been elim inated, but the 
fact rem ains th a t each of the three 
arm ed services* today needs even 
more instead of less specialization. 
The latest development, not yet 
publicized very m uch, reveals th at 
the Army and the U. S. Air Force 
are coming to a m uch more sensible 
understanding of w hat one needs 
from the other than they have had 
since the close of World W ar II. 
Thus, officers of the Air Force in 
Korea are frankly acknowledging in 
their w ritten reports th a t the M a­ 
rine Corps system of close air sup­ 
port for ground troops is far su­ 
perior to th a t which the Air Force 
has been using. Ju st as the U. S. 
Army during World W ar II learned 
from M arine Corps officers some of 
the line points of am phibious w ar­ 
fare. in which the M arines are spe­ 
cialists, so is the M arine Corps sys­ 
tem of directing the fire of air­ 
planes from the ground, as used in 
Korea, likely to become the accepted 
m ethod for the U. S. Air Force. 
There should be no “I told you 
so” recrim ination now, for the M a­ 
rines ought to be proud to have 
helped, 
though 
their 
leaders 
no 
doubt will not soon forgive the ef­ 
forts m ade a few years ago to take 
away from the M arine Corps its own 
special aviation units. 


W hat exjverience In Korea teaches 
1s th a t the Army m ust have an im ­ 
p ortant influence In deciding the 
best way to handle ground-air units. 
In fact, its interest is bound to be 
superior to th a t of the Air Force. 
Passage by the House of R epresen­ 
tatives the other day of the bill 
which provides u separate tactical 
air command In the Air Force, as 
differentiated 
from

Strategic 
Air Command, is a long step for­ 
ward and in line with w hat the 
Navy and subsequently the House 
Armed Services Com m ittee urged 
during and after the famous B-36 
hearings In 1949. 
B ut there are dther steps yet to 
be taken. The Army m ust have 
greater control of the Air Forces 
th a t 
are 
working 
closely 
with 
ground units. This does not neces­ 
sarily m ean th a t the Army m ust 
have Its own air force but it does 
m ean it m ust have continuous con­ 
trol and close liaison so th at, for 
all practical purposes, the tactical 
air forces are adjuncts of ground 
operations. 
A nother significant development 
Is the passage by the House of Rep­ 
resentatives of the bill authorizing 
a large flush-deck aircraft carrier. 
This will not be ready for 'three 
years, but action anticipates that 
day when America will be using 
large floating bases of this kind 
for strategy threats In all the seven 
seas. W hen there w’ere relatively 
few atom bombs, the U. S. Force 
dem anded the right to be the only 
service to drop them as a part of 
strategic 
w arfare. 
Now, however, 
there are enough bombs available 
for more than one service and some 
are in sm aller sizes, perm itting the 


HE “PHILADELPHIA B ulletin,” 
by entitling an editorial. “The 
Y alta Legend,” got itself into 
a m inor controversy. For Y alta 
is a fact, not a legend; it has al­ 
ready cost us perhaps as m any as 
60,000 casualties in Korea, besides 
forcing upon us preparatory mobil­ 
ization for a general war. 
In a footnote to a reader’s pro­ 
test, the editor clarifies his views, 
wrhich come down to w hat m ight be 
called “The law of necessity.”

The Y alta conference m et in Feb­ 
ruary, 1945 when the U nited States 
was the most powerful nation on 
earth.

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Divide And Conquer 
Occasionally some commentator on the Interna­ 
tional scene observes that the aim of some of the 
Communist maneuvering appears to be the division of 
the non-Communist nations. Of course this is so. The 
“divide and conquer” technique was brought to per­ 
fection by Hitler but he neither invented nor ended 
the device. It always has been the way of an ambitious 
nation, faced with an alliance of opposed nations, to 
attempt to weaken or break the opposing alliance. 
That is still the way of an ambitious nation. In 
the Conference of Foreign Ministers, in the United 
Nations, and through whatever other means appeared 
likely to serve, Russia has tirelessly tried to find and 
magnify differences among the Western powers. From 
the first moment that Red Chinese leaders could take 
time off from their conquest of China to think about 
international politics, they have shown skill at ex­ 
ploiting the points of difference between American and 
British interests in the Far East. They still show that 
skill, and now have a more involved set of alliances 
on which to employ it. 
The technique can be used by our side, too. We 
have already tried it, with some success, in the en­ 
couragement given to the Tito regime of Yugoslavia 
in its quarrel with the Comlnform. With the Voice 
of America and other propaganda Instruments we 
probe for other cracks between Russia and its European 
satellites. 
In the Far East, on the other hand, little visible 
effort has been made to weaken the Communist alli­ 
ances. On the contrary our dealings with Red China 
have generally tended to drive the Peiping regime^ 
closer to Moscow. Much effortJias been spent in fight­ 
ing Communists in Indochina, but not much in at­ 
tempting to split them away from Peiping and Moscow. 
We need to pursue our own policies carefully to 
guard against th* exploitation of differences with our 
allies. We need a’so to watch more closely for chances 
to divide our opponents. 
,

Price Of Freedom 
The American people can find needed courage to 
face the present difficult situation by again reviewing 
the early history of the nation. In December, 1776, 
Washington's ragged regiments were camped on the 
Pennsylvania side of the Delaware River, without 
shelter, some shoeless, with little food. They had re­ 
treated across New Jersey in the face of a superior 
British force. The Army lacked everything needed to 
win a war, including weapons and disciplined soldiers. 
There had been many desertions, the country was 
demoralized and divided, money was worthless. The 
British held New York City, Long Island and most of 
New Jersey. It was a beaten army which stood listening 
to the words of Thomas Paine, one of its members. 
“These are fimes which try men’s souls,” he told 
his comrads. “The summer soldier and the sunshine 
patriot will, in this crisis, shrink from the service of 
his country . . . Tyranny, like hell, is not easily con­ 
quered, yet we have this consolation that the harder 
the conflict thk more glorious the triumph. 
“Heaven knows how to set a proper price upon its 
goods, and it would be strange, indeed, if so celestial 
an article as freedom should not be highly rated.” 
The rest is history. Washington led his soldiers 
across an ice-choked river in that Christmas night in 
1776 to victory and a free nation was made secure. It 
is this same nation which today faces a test to deter­ 
mine whether its people are sunshine patriots, or have 
retamed the courage and patriotism which brought it 
into being.

Party Peace In England 
“England does not love coalition^.” This utterance 
by a veteran observer of the political scene was made 
in the m iddle of the nineteenth century, when a coali­ 
tion tried, not v°ry successfully, to fight the Crimean 
war against Russia. The saying has been quoted ever 
since, yet in their two great crises of this century, the 
tw» world wars, the British deemed it desirable to as­ 
sociate all the leading parties with the conduct of the 
war. 
In 1915 the Liberal administration of Herbert H. 
Asquith brought in several prominent Conservatives, 
including Arthur B alfour who had been prime minister 
in th e last Tory administration. Under Asquith first 
and later under Lloyd George the coaltion lasted until 
1922, when the Conservatives revolted and put in a 
government entire^ from their own party. 
Winston Churchill headed a coalition all through 
his premiership. A prominent member was the present 
Labor prime minister, Clement Attlee. 
Now coalition talk is heard again. The difficulties 
are partly personal and partly relating to policy. 
C hurchill and Attlee would both be unwilling to occupy 
the second place. On the political side, coalition would 
mean shelving of the steel nationalization proposal, 
dear to Labor’s h°ait. Also Attlee is not free to choose 
his colleagues as he pleases. He is pledged to consult 
the party organization, which only in the direst straits 
would consent to put Conservatives in offices which 
Labor m en m ight fill. 
Probably th** time is not yet ripe for another 
coalition. If war '•ame. coalition would come with it but 
otherwise it is nor likely to be adopted. 


Novelists' Good Deeds 
The novels of Charles Dickens and their social and 
econom ic effects arc to be studied in a course, open to 
th e public, at New York University. This may be the 
first such course in any American higher institution, 
though naturally the many courses in English liter­ 
ature or the history of the novel have included Dickens 
and his achievem ents in their subject matter. The 
New York study will apparently be more extensive. 
H ie story wh.i a moral is apt to be the least suc­ 
cessful form of literary art. Not so with Dickens. Few 
writers and few statesmen have remedied as many 
abuses as did he Imprisonment for debt, the law’s 
delays and the cruel treatment of children at unsuper­ 
vised boarding schools all received stunning blows from 
his pen In many cases these blows were mortal. 
Of Am erican w riters only Harriett Beecher Stowe 
in 
U ncle Tom s Cabin” has been as decisively bene­ 
ficial to an oppr*sied class. It is still too early to decide 
the affect of John Steinbeck’s “G rapes of Wrath,” with 
its bitter portrayal of the plight of the itinerant farm 
worker 
Such writers show th at the novel may be an act 
.o f public service as well as a work of art.

Correction Of Heart 
Defects 
A 


CHILD who is born with a 
heart defect should not have 
his activities restricted un­ 
necessarily. The majority will 
discover their limitations as soon as 
they become active. As a result they 
are likely to refrain from running 
upstairs or down the hall if it makes 
them short of breath or fatigued. 
Nature is kind in this respect. 
Some infants who are bom with 
this type of handicap, however, have 
all they can do to survive because 
the heart has difficulty pumping 
blood thru the body. The skin often 
is blue, hence the term “blue baby.” 
This cyanosis occurs when the ven­ 
ous blood mixes with the arterial 
blood before it has had a chance to 
be purified by the lungs. Conse­ 
quently, all the Mood is darker than 
usual. Tfiese youngsters are likely to 
be short of breath in addition to the 
change in complexion. Some are 
comfortable only when they stoop 
over from a squatting position; oth­ 
ers are bothered when lying flat or 
after exercise. At the other extreme 
are cases where the defect is so mild 
it causes little or no trouble; the 
lesion usually is found accidentally 
in a routine examination. 


Every day more progress is being 
made in the surgical treatment of 
these congenital conditions. There is 
nothing more dramatic than to 
watch the before and after scenes. 
Many little ones are helped to such 
an extent that on leaving the hos­ 
pital they do not look like the same 
children who entered. The color Is 
better and they are able to breathe 
without straining every muscle in 
the chest and neck. In the few years 
that surgery has been possible new 
operations have been devised and 
now at least six anomalies are amen­ 
able to this form of treatment. Fur­ 
thermore, so many cases have been 
operated upon that many surgeons 
are seasoned in this procedure. Most 
of the hazards have been removed, 
thus adding to the safety of the 
maneuver. 
Surgery makes the congenital 
cardiac victim more comfortable but 
many other measures are available 
to prolong life. Most children with 
disorders of this nature are sensible 
about overexertion and too much 
restriction is likely to make them 
unhappy. On the other hand, group 
activities and competitive games 
must be omitted if they lead to 
overfatigue. Infection also is a sec­ 
ret enemy. Colds can be minimized 
especially thru the winter and spring 
months. The physician should be 
called immediately whenever a res­ 
piratory infection develops because 
these attacks demand vigorous treat­ 
ment with the sulfonamides or 
antibiotics. 


The wonder drugs also are util­ 
ized in case of tonsillectomy or 
tooth extraction. They are given 
the day before and for two or three 
days thereafter to eliminate any 
stray germs that might have been 
released in the operation. There al­ 
ways is a possibility that these mic­ 
roorganisms will attack the pumping 
organ because of its weakened con­ 
dition. In the past this complication 
(subacute bacterial endocarditis) in­ 
variably was fatal but nowadays at 
least 85 per cent of the sufferers 
can be saved. 
It is wise also to avoid extremes 
of heat and cold because poor cir­ 
culation usually co-exists with con­ 
genital 
heart 
disease. 
Children 
should stay indoors in inclement 
weather or be taken south in the 
winter months and north in the 
summer time.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round --------- 


Underworld Partners Refuse To Divulge Source Of Income; Internal Revenue 
Lacks Time And Personnel To Make Thorough Investigations 


Says DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON — The two men 
who rule the Chicago underworld 
today are Tony Accardo aud Jack 
Guzlk. 
Not only have they taken 
over the vast and profitable domain 
of Al Capone along the shores of 
Lake 
Michigan, 
but 
they 
have 
spread out into the lush crime fields 
of Florida and California. 
Four years ago Accardo and Gu- 
zik, long operating informally qs a 
team, legalized their 
partnership 
and notified the government that 
for the year of 1946 they had earned 
a total of $130,000. 
The source of this profit they list­ 
ed merely as “other income,” which 
poses an obvious problem for Uncle 
Sam’s tax collectors. Internal Rev­ 
enue solved it that year. by writing 
the following notation at the bot­ 
tom of Guzik’s and Accardo's tax 
return: 
“The partners refused to divulge 
the source of this income. Insomuch 
as the partnership reports a sub­ 
stantial amount, the correctness of 
which is impossible to check, it is 
opined that further investigation 
is impracticable. — (signed) Ned 
Klein, Revenue Agent.” 
This was about the best Agent 
Klein could do under the circum­ 
stances. However, if Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder wanted to set up 
a special tax squad to watch the 
big 
racketeers, 
and 
if 
Congress 
wanted to give him the money for 
this, the effect would be: 
1. To bring considerably more 
revenue into the treasury. 
2. To hamper if not drive the 
hoodlums out of business. 
For no hoodlum can operate when 
he knows that Internal Revenue 
men are breathing down his neck 
every minute, not only watching his 
operations but checking on his so­ 
called business deductions. 


Protection Payoffs 


The latter is the Achilles’ heel 
of the underworld. 
For the chief 
business deductions of the hoodlums 
arep rotection money paid to police 
and local politicians. This is not a 
legal business deduction under the 
tax laws, and by watching this. 
Revenue Agents not only can help 
clean up city politics but help drive 
the hoodlums out of business. 
To illustrate, let’s take a closer 
look at the profits of Jack Guzik. 
No. 2 inheritor of the old Al Capone 
rackets. 
Last year Guzik and Ac­ 
cardo reported an income of $278,- 
667.89 from the Erie and Buffa­ 
lo Co., which happens to be a policy 
wheel. This was operated by Caesar 
and Leo Benvenuti up until 1947, 
when their home was bombed. 
The reason their home was bomb­ 
ed was fairly obvious. They were 
making too much money. So the 
Guzik-Accardo crowd decided pro­ 
fits should be shared. They muscled 
in. 
Income-tax returns at this point 
make it fairly clear as to what hap­ 
pened. 
After the 1947 bombing. 
Sam Pardy and Tom Manno took 
over the policy wheel, leaving only 
small commissions for the two Ben­ 
venuti brothers. 
The real money 
went to the two men who muscled 
in, and the Erie and Buffalo Com­ 
pany’s tax return under Pardy and 
Manno shows $278,667,89 paid as 
“salaries, fees and commissions for 
A. J. Accardo.” 


Profitable Partnership 


Accardo then split this with Gu­ 
zik. giving 
Hie 
latter 
$ 134,207.54. 
Along with this revenue. Guzik lust­ 
ed in his 1949 tax return an addi­ 
tional $25,500 which he attributed 
simply 
to 
“miscellaneous 
various 
sources.”* He also deducted $6,803.32 
for conti$butions though he didn t 
list them by name, which is against 
regulations. 
In 1948 Guzik simple reported a 


nice, round income of $100,000 which 
he attributed to “various sources.;’ 
Tills left Internal Revenue Agents 
with the problem of making a long, 
exhaustive Investigation; and. lack­ 
ing both time and personnel, noth­ 
ing further was done. 
In 1947, things weren’t quite so 
lush for the Chicago lord of the 
underworld. He listed a profit of 
only $51,000, though in 
1946 he 
made $65,000 from his partnership 
with Accardo plus another $7,500 of 
“various income.” 
Guzik’s 
income 
was 
somewhat 
similar in the war years. In 1944, for 
instance, he claimed a total income 
of only $16,000, while in 1943 he list­ 
ed $8,080 from “wagering,” $2,500 
from “football,” $6,000 from “mis­ 
cellaneous sources,” and $4,000 from 
“Dome.” This is the name of a 
night club licensed in the name of 
Guzik’s brother-in-law. There WBS 
no explanation as to how Guzik 
made his money from “football.” 
Presumably Guzik ought to be 
careful about his income tax now, 
for he was sentenced to five years 
for tax evasion in 1930. 
This was 
in the Hoover Administration, when 
the treasury was a lot tougher on 
gangsters than they are today. The 
treasury at that time claimed that 
Guzik, then business manager for 
the Capone Syndicate, netted $1,- 
000,000 during the years 1927-28-29, 
and owed the government $250,000. 
He got five years in Leavenworth, 
plus a fine of $17,500. 
Guzik has also served other minor 
jail sentences for larceny and boot­ 
legging, was arrested in New York 
in connection with the murder of 
Jake Ingle, but released. He is not 
a member of the Mafia, though as­ 
sociated with Mafia leaders. 
Rearming The South 
The South is getting so many de­ 
fense projects that northern con­ 


gressmen have been kidding their 
colleagues about the danger of a 
new civil war. 
It happened when Chairman Carl 
Vinson of Georgia was delivering a 
closed-door report on proposed Air 
Force projects — practically every 
one of them below the Mason-Dixon 
line. 
Finally, Congressmen Gary 
Clemente of New York interrupted. 
“Mr. Chairman.” he said, “the list 
you are reading gives me pause. 
There is this for Tennessee, that 
for Alabama, and, of course, Texas 
is never forgotten. 
“In addition, I see by the news­ 
papers that the new H-bomb pro­ 
jest is slated for South Carolina, 
while the Atom-bomb plant is lo­ 
cated in North Carolina. Am I to be 
led to believe that the south is re­ 
arming?” 
Chairman Vinson of Georgia In­ 
formed the New Yorker that an­ 
other civil war is not in the offing.

Salute To Eisenhower

NE OF THE striking features 
of this phase of President 
Truman’s national leadership 
(perhaps resulting from a cer­ 
tain lack of self-confidence > Is the 
immense independent authority the 
President has recently conferred on 
chosen individuals. 
No single American official in the 
past has ever wielded such power 
over the domestic economy as has 
been given, by formal directive, to 
Defense Mobilizer Charles E. Wilson. 
Equally, no other American, even 
including Secretaries of State, has 
had quite the power to make or 
break this country’s foreign rela­ 
tions that has been conferred, again 
by formal directive, on General of 
the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower. By 
Eisenhower, the Western alliance us 
to stand or fall. 
The first thing to note about this 
bold experiment is its effect on the 
man himself. It seems a reasonable 
guess that in the years from the 
end of the war until his selection as 
S u p r e m e European Commander, 
Gen. Eisenhower suffered from a 
deep, and in some ways a weakening 
inner conflict. 
A Public Figure 
On the one hand, lie has deeply 
ingrained in him the old American 
Army tradition, so often rad so 
firmly 
expounded 
by 
his 
great 
model, George C. Marshall, that 
men in uniform have no place or 
part in politics. Anyone who knows 
Elsenhower at all, knows that the 
notion of exchanging his oak-leaved 
cap for a campaigner’s sombrero 
inspires him with genuine moral 
horror. On the other hand, he is a 
public man, in the best sense of the 
word, from the soles of his feet to 
the hair on hts head; he Is still 
young and vigorous, and he visibly 
does not relish the quiet pursuits of 
a retired officer. 
Take 
these 
contrary 
impulses. 
Note that all sorts of people, to 
serve their own purposes, engaged 
in a sort of perpetual cooch dance, 
to tempt Elsenhower to forget his 
prejudice against politics and to 
enter public life. It is easy to see 
how conflicting feelings must have 
pulled him in different directions, 
and how this inner conflict 
was 
reflected In a sort of uncertainty of 
action and expression. 
All that ended Instantly and auto­ 
matically, however, the day that 
Eisenhower was called back into 
uniform and given the hardest as­ 
signment any American general has 
ever had. A man who knows him 
well has remarked, “He seemed to 
grow a foot, overnight.” 
Faith And Determination 
The impact of this altered Eisen- 


WASHINGTON — Unity*of the 
armed services in the field has 
always been good, but unity In 
Washington is only now being ac­ 
complished. 
Unity of spirit and cooperation, 
however, doesn’t mean that “uni­ 
fication” as such has been found 
practicable. For the exact opposite 
Is true. 
Much duplication on the 
trans|)ortation and supply side, of 
course, has been eliminated, but Hie 
fact remains that each of the three 
armed services* today needs even 
more instead of less specialization. 
Tile latest development, not yet 
publicized very much, reveals that 
the Army and the U. S. Air Force 
are coming to a much more sensible 
understanding of what one needs 
from the other than they have had 
since the close of World War II. 
Thus, officers of the Air Force in 
Korea are frankly acknowledging in 
their written reports that the Ma­ 
rine Corps system of close air sup­ 
port for ground troops is far su­ 
perior to that which the Air Force 
has been using. Just as the U. S. 
Army during World War II learned 
from Marine Corps officers some of 
the fine points of amphibious war­ 
fare, in which the Marines are spe­ 
cialists. so is the Marine Corps sys­ 
tem of directing the fire of air­ 
planes from the ground, as used in 
Korea, likely to become the accepted 
method for the U. S. Air Force. 
There should be no “I told you 
so” recrimination now, for the Ma­ 
rines ought to be proud to have 
helped,

doubt will not soon forgive the ef­ 
forts made a few years ago to take 
away from the Marine Corps its own 
special aviation units.

The Yalta Legend 
T 


HE “PHILADELPHIA Bulletin,” 
by entitling an editorial. “The 
Yalta Legend.” got itself into 
a minor controversy. For Yalta 
is a fact, not a legend; it has al­ 
ready cost us perhaps as many as 
60,000 casualties in Korea, besides 
forcing upon us preparatory mobil­ 
ization for a general war. 
In a footnote to a reader’s pro­ 
test, the editor clarifies his views, 
which come down to what might be 
called “The law of necessity.” He 
says: 
“. . .The United States was free 
to suggest what Russia ought to 
do in this territory; but unless this 
country was then, before the Nazi 
war was over, prepared to break 
with Russia, we could not enforce 
our idea.” 
That is a good starting point for 
a discussion of “The law of neces­ 
sity,” which is an application of a 
very old rule of thumb that the 
pleasantest way out of a dilemma 
is the easiest way. It is a temporary 
relief from pressure by principles of 
morality. 
It eases the conscience 
somewhat. 
Gangster parlance terms it the 
alibi, in the sense that if an action 
cannot be explained, it can be ex­ 
plained away. Little boys do it all 
the time — and generals of losing 
armies ar* often like little boys: 
They do what necessity seems to 
dictate and then try to wriggle out 
of It. The successful wriggler is a 
great strategist; the unsuccessful, a 
great disappointment. 
The Yalta conference met in Feb­ 
ruary, 1945 when the United States 
was the most powerful nation on 
earth. 
At

conference. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
handed 
the 
baton 
of 
power to Soviet Russia, and we 
have been a diminishing power since. 
Tile price we exacted from Soviet 
Russia was that the Russians should

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Divide A n d Conquer 


Occasionally some commentator on the interna­ 
tional scene observes that the aim of some of the 
Communist maneuvering appears to be the division of 
the non-Communist nations. Of course this is so. The 
‘ divide and conquer" technique was brought to per­ 
fection by Hitler but he neither invented nor ended 
the device. It always has been the way of an ambitious 
nation, faced with an alliance of opposed nations, to 
attempt to weaken or break the opposing alliance. 
That is still the way of an ambitious nation. In 
the Conference of Foreign Ministers, in the United 
Nations, and through whatever other means appeared 
likely to serve, Russia has tirelessly tried to find and 
magnify differences among the Western powers. From 
the first momen* that Red Chinese leaders could take 
time off from their conquest of China to think about 
international politics, they have shown skill at ex­ 
ploiting the points of difference between American and 
British interests in the Far East. They still show that 
skill, and now have a more involved set of alliances 
on which to employ it. 
The technique can be 
used by our side, too. We 
have already tried it, with some success, in the en­ 
couragement given to the 
Tito regime of Yugoslavia 
in its quarrel with the Cominform. With the Voice 
of America and other propaganda instruments we 
probe for other cracks between Russia and its European 
satellites. 
In the Far East, on the other hand, little visible 
effort has been made to weaken the Communist alli­ 
ances. On the contrary our dealings with Red China 
have generally tended to drive the Peiping regime* 
closer to Moscow Much effort Jias been spent in fight­ 
ing Communists in Indochina, but not much in at­ 
tempting to split them away from Peiping and Moscow. 
We need to pursue our own policies carefully to 
guard against th* exploitation of differences with our 
allies We need a^so to watch more closely for chances 
to divide our opponents.

Correction O f Heart 
Defects 
A 


CHILD who is born with a 
heart defect should not have 
hi* activities restricted un­ 
necessarily. Tile m ajority will 
discover their limitations as soon as 
they become active. As a result they 
are likely to refrain from runninc 
upstairs (»* down the hall if it makes 
them short of breath or fatigued. 
N ature is kind in this respect . 
Borne infant* who are born with 
this type of handicap, however, have 
all they can do to survive because 
the heart ha* difficulty pumping 
blood thru the body Tile skin often 
is blue, hence the term "blue baby." 
Th I* cyanasi* occurs when the ven­ 
ous blood mixes with the arterial 
blood before it has had a chance to 
be purified by the lungs. Conse­ 
quently, all the blood is darker than 
usual. These youngsters are likelv to 
be short of breath in addition to the 
change In complexion. Some are 
com fortable only when they stoop 
over from a squatting position: oth­ 
ers are bothered when lying flat or 
after exercise. At the other extreme 
are cases where the defect is so mild 
it causes little or no trouble; the 
lesion usually is found accidentally 
In a routine exam ination. 


Every day more progress Is being 
made in tile surgical treatm ent of 
these congenital conditions There I* 
nothing

than 
to 
watch the before and after scenes. 
M any little ones are helped to such 
an extent that on leaving the hos­ 
pital they do not look like the same 
children who entered. Tile color is 
better and they are able to breathe 
w ithout straining every muscle in 
the chest and neck In the few years 
th at surgery has been possible new 
ojienitions have been devised and 
now at lea-st six anomalies are am en­ 
able to this form of treatm ent. F ur­ 
therm ore. so m any cases have been 
operated upon that many surgeons 
are seasoned in this procedure. Most 
of the hazards have been removed, 
thus adding to the safety of the 
maneuver. 
Surgery 
makes

congenital 
cardiac victim more comfortable but 
many other measures are available 
to prolong life Most children with 
disorders of this nature are sensible 
about overexertion and too much 
restriction is likely to make them 
unhappy. On the other hand, group

overfatigue. Infection also is a sec­ 
ret enemy. Colds can be minimized 
especially thru the w inter and spring 
m onths. The physician should be

Not only have they taken 
over the vast and profitable domain 
of Al Capone along the shores of

apicad out into the lush crim e fields 
of Florida and California. 
Four years ago Accardo and G u­ 
zik, long operating informally as a 
team , legalized 
then 
partnership 
and notified the governm ent th a t 
for the year of 1946 they had earned 
a total of $130,000. 
The source of this profit they list­ 
ed merely as “other income," which 
poses an obvious problem for Uncle 
Sam ’s tax collectors. Internal R e\- 
enue solved it that year . by w riting 
the following notation at the bot­ 
tom of Guzik's and At cardo'* tax 
return: 
“The partners refused to divulge 
the source of this income. Insomuch 
as the partnership reports a sub­ 
stantial am ount, the correctness of 
which is impossible to check, it is 
opined th a t further 
investigation 
Is im practicable. — (signed) Ned 
Klein, Revenue Agent.” 
This was about the best Agent 
Klein could do under the circum ­ 
stances. However, if Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder wanted to set up 
a special tax squad to watch the 
big 
racketeers, 
and 
if 
Congress 
wanted to give him the money for 
this, the effect would be: 
1. To bring considerably more 
revenue into the treasury.

For no hoodlum can operate when 
lie knows th a t Internal Revenue 
men are breathing down his neck 
every m inute, not only watching his 
operations but checking on his so­ 
called business deductions.

There was 
no explanation as to how Guzik 
made his money from "football.” 
Presum ably Guzik ought to be 
careful about his income tax now, 
for he was sentenced to five years 
for tax evasion in 1930. 
This was

the treasury was a lot tougher on 
gangsters than they are today. The 
treasury at th a t tim e claimed th a t 
Guzik. then business m anager for 
the Capone Syndicate, netted $1,- 
000.000 during the years 1927-28-29, 
and owed the government $250,000. 
He got five years in Leavenworth, 
plus a fine of $17,500. 
Guzik has also served other minor 
jail sentences for larceny and boot­ 
legging, was arrested in New York 
in connection with the m urder of 
Jake Ingle, but released.

h e “PHILADELPHIA Bulletin.” 
by entitling an editorial “The 
Yalta Legend.” got itself into 
a minor controversy. For Yalta 
is a fact, not a legend; it has al­ 
ready cost us perhaps as many as 
60,000 casualties in Korea, c-icir 
forcing upon us preparatory mobil­ 
ization for a general war.

Several other household precautions should be taken promptly 
Atomic bombs set off high above ground aeldom cause breaks in 
underground gas or water mains. However, shaking and twisting of 
the buildings by the blast wave sometimes snaps off household Inlets 
at the point where they enter the basement. This may allow gas or 
oil to flow into your cellar. 


To lessen the danger of fires and explosions that could result from 
this leakage, you should throw the electric switch that shuts off your 
oil burner. 


LOCAL UTILITY COMPANIES WILL 
GIVE YOU DETAILED INSTRUCTIONS 
ABOUT GAS, ELECTRICITY AND SO ON 


Your local utility companies can giv# you detailed instructions 
about your gas. pilot lights, and so on. 


If you have a coal-burning furnace or wood stove, be sure to close 
all its fuel and draft doors. In other words, do all you can to prevent 
sparks and to put out or cover open flames. 


KEEP A FLASHLIGHT HANDY 
Should attack come without warning, take these same precautions 
right after the raid. Keep at least one flashlight handy and don’t 
strike a match to light your way down Into a darkened basement. 
Gas or oil fumes may be present and an explosion could result. 
What About Lingering 
Radioactivity? 


AIR BURSTS LEAVE NO DANGSROUS 
UNGtRING RADIOACTIVITY 
Knowing how to protect yourself from blast, heat, and explosive 
radioactivity, only one major problem remains: That is how' to avoid 
harm from lingering radioactivity. 
Explosive radioactivity bursts from the bomb at the time of explo­ 
sion and lasts for only little more than a minute. 


LINGERING RADIOACTIVITY COMES FROM 
BOMB “A SH E S” OR UNEXPLODED ATOMIC FUEL 
LiNgrrjnp radioactivity remains for a longer time, from a few min­ 
utes to * weeks or months, depending on the kind of radioactive 
material, 
Lingering radioactivity may become a danger when atomic bombs 
are exploded on the ground, underground, or in the water. Air bursts 
leave no dangerous lingering radioactivity. 
Most lingering radioactivity comes from leftover bomb wastes, or 
"ashes," technically called fission products. They consist of countless 
billions of fragments, or pieces, of atoms split up In the explosion. 
Smaller, and usually less dangerous, amounts of lingering radio­ 
activity may be thrown off by scattered atoms of uranium or plu­ 
tonium that fail to split up when the bomb goes off. 


LINGERING RADIOACTIVITY ACTS 
LIKE DUST AND IS HARD TO GET RID OF. 
AVOID IT WHENEVER YOU CAN 
These totally invisible radioactive particles act much the same as 
ordinary, everyday dust. When present in any real quantity, they 
are scattered about in patches and contaminate, or pollute, every­ 
thing they fall on, including people. While they can be‘removed 
easily from some surfaces, they stick very tightly to others. It is 
practically impossible to get absolutely all of them out of household 
corners and cracks. Most of the time, it is far easier to prevent 
pollution than it is to remove it.

What About Radioactive 
Clouds? 


M AIR BURSTS RADIOACTIVE DUSTS 
ARE SPREAD SO WIDELY THAT THEY ABE 
UNLIKELY TO HARM PEOPLE 


IN SPITE of the huge quantities of lingering radioactivity loosed 
by atomic explosions, people fortunately are not very likely to be 
expoeed to dangerous amounts of it In most atomic raids. 


AIR BURSTS WILL NOT 
CREATE $IAREAS OF DOOMT 


t Since high-level bursts do the greatest damage, that is the kind 
we can expect most often. When atomic weapons are exploded In 
mid-air, the violent, upward surge of super-hot gases and air quickly 
sweeps practically all the radioactive ashes and unexploded bits of 
bomb fuel high Into the sky. Most of them are carried harmlessly 
off in the drifting bomb clouds. High-level explosions definitely will 
not create "areas of doom," where no man dares enter and no plant 
can grow. In fact, they will leave very little radioactivity on the 
ground, even near the point of explosion. Firefighters and rescue 
teams can move promptly toward the center of destruction with little 
danger of facing harmful radiation. 


DON'T WORRY ABOUT PQGN* 
LEVEL RADIOACTIVE CLOUDS 


And regardless of all you may have heard or read concerning the 
dangers of radioactive clouds, after the first minute and a half there 
is actually little or nothing to fear from those produced by high- 
level bursts. While most of the radioactive materials swept up into 
the sky eventually fall back to earth, they are so widely and so 
thinly spread that they are very unlikely to offer any real dangers 
to humans. 


IT WOULD TAKE MANY THOUSANDS OF 
A-BOMBS TO PRODUCE 
DANGEROUS GROUND CONTAMINATION 
Thousands of bombs would have to be set off in the air before 
serious ground contamination would be found over really large 
areas. There was no ground-level pollution of any importance follow­ 
ing either of the two Japanese atomic bombings.

What About Ground 
and Water Bursts? 


SURFACE BURSTS USUALLY LEAVE 
A LIMITED AREA RADIOACTIVE 


Bursts on or near the ground usually will leave a limited area of 
rather heavy and often dangerous pollution near the explosion point. 
In such cases, the possibility of harm from radioactivity falling out 
of the clouds is greater than in high-level explosions. But even so. a 
person could e^&pe contamination by simply taking refuge inside a 
house or even by getting inside a car and rolling up the windows. 
And even if some of the wastes fell on him, he would lessen his 
chances of injury if he promptly shed his clothes and took a bath 
or shower. 


UNDERWATER A-BOMBS PRODUCE 
SERIOUS LINGERING RADIATION 


In underwater explosions, large portions of the bomb’s radioactive 
wastes will be "trapped" by the water and then spread over the im­ 
mediate area. Under these conditions, serious ground pollution. Im to 
.be expected. 
A fter a w ater or underground burst a cloud of nary radioactive 
'm ist or dust might form and spread, particularly downwind, injuring 
people who weren't well sheltered* 


STAY UNDER COVER FOR AT LEAST AN HOUR 
AFTER GROUND OR UNDERWATER BURSTS 


If the explosion htta been underground, al ground level, or In the 
water, stay in your shelter. If caught in the open, get indoors right 
away. Then stay indoors for at least an hour or until you get in­ 
structions II may be necessary to stay inside for three or four hours. 
The reason for this is that most lingering radioactivity loses its 
power very fast. So staying undercover for a while will greatly 
reduce the danger. 


AVOID GETTING WET AFTER 
UNDERWATER BURSTS 


Any rain or mist that comes right after an atomic explosion should 
be considered dangerous, evc>n though it may not always be radio­ 
active. Keep from getting wet if you possibly can. 
And remember that an air burst will leave no lingering radio­ 
activity of importance, so after a few minutes it will be safe to get 
out and help fight fires or to help people who may need i t /

Smaller, and usually less dangerous, amounts of lingering radio­ 
activity may be thrown off by scattered atoms of uranium or plu­ 
tonium that fall to split up when the bomb goes off. 


LINGERING RADIOACTIVITY ACTS 
LIKE DUST AND IS HARD TO GET RID OF. 
AVOID IT WHENEVER YOU CAN 
These totally invisible radioactive particles act much the same as 
ordinary, everyday dust. When present In any real quantity, they 
are scattered about In patches and contaminate, or pollute, every­ 
thing they fall on. Including people. While they can be'removed 
easily from some surfaces, they stick very tightly to others. It is 
practically impossible to get absolutely all of them out of household 
corners and cracks. Most of the time, it la far easier to prevent 
pollution than it is to remove it.

Bursts on or near the ground usually will leave a limited aren of 
rather heavy and often dangerous pollution near the explosion point. 
In such cases, the poesibtlity of harm from radioactivity falling out 
of the clouds Is greater than in high-level explosions. But even so. a 
person could eqpape contamination by simply toking refuge inside a 
bouse or even by getting inside a car and rolling up the windows. 
And even lf some of the wastes fell on him, he would lessen his 
chances of injury if he promptly shed his clothes and took a bath 
or shower.

It tho explosion has been underground, at ground level, or In the 
water, stay In your shelter. If caught in the open, get indoors right 
away. Then stay indoors for at least an hour or until you get in­ 
structions It may be necessary to stay inside for three or four hours. 
The reason for this is that most lingering radioactivity loses its 
power very fast 
So staying undercover for a while will greatly 
reduce the danger. 


AVOID GETTING WET AFTER 
UNDERWATER BURSTS 


Any rain or mist that comes right after an atomic explosion should 
be considered dangerous, evdn though it may not always be radio­ 
active. Keep from getting wet if you possibly can. 
And remember that an air burst will leave no lingering radio­ 
activity of importance, so after a few minutes it will be safe to get 
out and help fight fires or to help people who may need i t /

NEW YORK, Feb. 2 (/Pi—Presi­ 
dent Truman sent his enthusiastic 
best wishes to baseball for “many 
more years of uninterrupted activ­ 
ity” today as the National League 
celebrated its 75th birthday. 
The president’s letter, read by 
National 
League 
President 
Ford 
Flick, featured a colorful ceremony 
at 
the 
Broadway 
Central 
Hotel 
where the league was organized, 
Feb. 2. 1876. 
Prominent on the platform among 
the 14 Hall of Fame members and 
stars of yesteryear, was Commis­ 
sioner A. B. Chandler, center of a 
swirling political battle. 
While Mayor Vincent Impellitteri 
unveiled a plaque to mark the site 
of the league founding, backstage 
maneuvering on the Chandler sit­ 
uation continued. 
“What do you hear about Chand­ 
ler?” was the question most fre­ 
quently asked. 


Chandler Makes Rounds 
Chandler made the rounds, shak­ 
ing hands with honored guests and 
Joining impromptu songfests at the 
buffet luncheon in the hotel ball­ 
room. 
Lou Perini of the Boston Braves 
and Ellis Ryan of Cleveland, two of 
the four-man committee named to 
sift candidates for a new commis­ 
sioner, were present. Phil Wrigley of 
the Chicago Cubs, recovering from 
an illness, did not make the trip. 
The New York Yankees' Del Webb 
was expected. 
“We expect to sit down and have 
a talk tomorrow, Sunday or Mon­ 
day,” said Perini. “But as far as I 
know no joint meeting will be held. 
“I am sure nothing will be ac­ 
complished. I have loti, of names 
that people sent in to me. But this 
is not time for names when we have 
a commissioner in office. 
“Certainly nobody will be pre­ 
sented at this time. In my own 
opinion I do not think anybody will 
be presented until the commissioner 
finishes his term or resigns.” 
Fred Saigh of the St. Louis Card­ 
inals, one of the opposition leaders, 
said he did not think any candidate 
could be elected at the present time. 
Saigh 
Gives Views 
“But I do think we should have 
a meeting within 30 or 40 days.” he 
said. “We might be able to elect a 
man then.” 
Saigh refused to name candidates 
but said he thought only a man 
“outside baseball” could be elected. 
Truman’s letter, dat d Jan. 11, 
touched 
on 
the 
troubled 
inter­ 
national situation when he wrote, 
“baseball has made great contribu­ 
tions in peace and in war it has 
asked for no special favors, nor will 
it 
in 
our 
present 
preparedness 
program.” 
The President’s letter ended with 
the message: “may the sun never set 
on American baseball.” 
There was no tendency by base­ 
ball men to interpret the President’s 
congratulatory 
message 
as 
any 
“green light” for baseball.

Two Infants Die 
From Blast Burns 


Two G arrett county children are 
dead and their mother was still in 
critical condition last night in an 
Oakland hospital from an explosion 
in the kitchen of their small cabin. 
Spilled gasoline was blamed for the 
blast. 
The mother, Mrs. Bernice Dean 
Slaubaugh, 26, of Gnegy Church, 
near Red House, is a patient in 
G arrett County Memorial Hospital, 
Oakland, wThere her two children 
died earlier yesterday. 
The dead are Charles Roy Slau­ 
baugh, 4, who expired at 3:35 a. m., 
and M arsha Dean Slaubaugh, 2, 
who died at 7:28 a. m. today. 
One-year-old Bradley, the third 
child of Mr. and Mrs. Darrell Slau­ 
baugh, was treated by Dr. H. C. 
Miller, of Eglon, W. Va., for burns 
of the face. 
Faces And Throats Burned 
The two older children suffered 
first, second and third degree burns 
of the body and face while the 
m other has face and back burns. 
Dr. Miller, who arrived a t the 
scene of the blaze in the small, 
three-room cottage shortly after 
the explosion at 1 p. m., said oddly 
enough the clothing of the mother 
was only slightly burned. She was 
burned severely through a jacket 
and shirt, which was only scorched. 
He added th at not all the chil­ 
dren’s clothing was burned from 
them. The faces and throats of all 
three were very badly burned, the 
doctor reported. 
Mrs. Slaubaugh, who w?as con­ 
scious yesterday, told the doctor 
the details of the accident. 
She said she had a can of gaso­ 
line on the floor of the kitchen get­ 
ting ready to pour it in the gas- 
powered washing machine. 
Boy Upsets Can 
The young mother was preparing 
to do the family wash for her three 
small children and her husband, a 
farmer. The two older children were 
playing on the kitchen floor and the 
baby was in his bed in the adjacent 
bedroom. 
Mrs. Slaubaugh told the doctor 
the four-year-old boy upset the 
gas can while playing and it trickled 
toward the kitchen coal stove in 
which a fire burned. 
She said the fumes filled the room 
and the fire in the stove ignited 
them, causing a terrific blast. 
The boy fled to the bedroom after 
spilling the gasoline, she said, but 
when the explosion occurred, blow­ 
ing out all the window glass, he 
became frightened and ran scream­ 
ing to his mother in the flaming 
kitchen. 
The grandfather, of the children, 
Elmer Slaubaugh, who lives 20 feet 
from his son’s cabin, and a neigh­ 
bor boy, Edward Lipscomb, carried 
the m other and her children from 
the room. 
The baby was taken from his bed 
through the bedroom window, Dr. 
Miller related. Mr. Slaubaugh and 
the Lipscomb boy with the help of 
neighbors, succeeded in putting the 
fire out by using a bucket brigade. 
Although the structure was not 
burned to the ground, the interior 
was badly gutted. 
Dr. Milter was called at his Eglon 
home w’hich is three miles away. 
He said he gave emergency treat­ 
m ent at the grandfather’s home and 
then took the mother to the hos­ 
pital. The children were taken in 
another car owned by a neighbor, 
George Wolfe.

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Mother Of Dead Children Remains 
In Critical Condition In Oakland 


Two Infants Die 
From Blast Burns 


Two Garrett county children are 
dead and their mother was still in 
critical condition last night in an 
Oakland hospital from an explosion 
in the kitchen of their small cabin. 
Spilled gasoline was blamed for the 
blast. 
The mother, Mrs. Bernice Dean 
Slaubaugh, 26, of Gnegy Church, 
near Red House, is a patient in 
Garrett County Memorial Hospital, 
Oakland, where her two children 
died earlier yesterday. 
The dead are Charles Roy Slau­ 
baugh, 4, who expired at 3:35 a. rn., 
and Marsha Dean Slaubaugh, 2, 
who died at 7:28 a. rn. today. 
One-year-old Bradley, the third 
child of Mr. and Mrs. Darrell Slau­ 
baugh, was treated by Dr. H. C. 
Miller, of Eglon, W. Va., for bums 
of the face. 
Faces And Throats Burned 
The two older children suffered 
first second and third degree burns 
of the body and face while the 
mother has face and back bums. 
Dr. Miller, who arrived at the 
scene of the blaze in the small, 
three-room cottage shortly after 
the explosion at I p. rn., said oddly 
enough the clothing of the mother 
was only slightly burned. She was 
burned severely through a jacket 
and shirt, which was only scorched. 
He added that not all the chil­ 
dren’s clothing was burned from 
them. The faces and throats of all 
three were very badly burned, the 
doctor reported. 
Mrs. Slaubaugh, who was con­ 
scious yesterday, told the doctor 
the details of the accident. 
She said she had a can of gaso­ 
line on the floor of the kitchen get­ 
ting ready to pour it in the gas- 
powered w ashing machine. 
Boy Upsets Can 
The young mother was preparing 
to do the family wash for her three 
small children and her husband, a 
farmer. The two older children were 
playing on tile kitchen floor and the 
baby was in his bed in the adjacent 
bedroom. 
Mrs. Slaubaugh told the doctor 
the four-year-old boy upset the 
gas can while playing and it trickled 
toward the kitchen coal stove in 
which a fire burned. 
She said the fumes filled the room 
and the fire in tile stove ignited 
them, causing a terrific blast. 
The boy fled to the bedroom after 
spilling the gasoline, she said, but 
when the explosion occurred, Wow­ 
ing out all the window glass, he 
became frightened and ran scream­ 
ing to his mother in the flaming 
kitchen.

G ran t’s distinctive 
music-bound voice is very much 
in evidence and should be a very 
great asset In radio comedy. Bu t it 
hasn’t yet had much to say.

passes most of his time insulting 
both of them; and a couple of salty 
old country folk who don’t make 
much sense either.

About Miss 
Drake I have grave reservations.

“Blandings Way.” The radio pro­ 
gram picks up where the first book 
left off. 
The dream house is built, 
though nothing in it works very 
well. The trials and expense and 
disillusionment of getting the house 
up are out of the way, which may be 
one of the reasons why the show 
doesn’t seem to be going anyyhere. 
On the opening installment, the 
Blandings got a bad fright when the 
State Highway Commission decided 
to run a road right through their 
living room. On the second one, the 
Blandings’ two girls, Susan and 
Joan, are sent home from school 
suffering from what turned out not 
to be measles after all. 
Those two situations should have 
offered enough plot complication for 
a half hour show. 
But they didn’t. 
The trouble lies, I should say, in 
the rather lofty, though puzzling, 
exchanges between Mr. and Mrs. 
Blandings, a type of dialogue which, 
I expect, is meant to represent the 
utmost in suburban sophistication. 
Mostly, the listener is left wondering 
just what the hell the Blandings are 
talking about. 
Since I’m one of the six people 
left in America who has neither 
read the books nor seen the movie, 
I have no way of knowing whether 
Mr. Grant and Miss Drake are 
faithful reproductions of the Hod­ 
gins, characters. Miss Drake, who 
has a wispy voice and a personality 
that seems to be obscured in fog, 
plays the part of one of those fe­ 
males who tells a story backwards.' 
Wives, I must admit, do this sort of 
thing, but it’s a difficult character 
to project over the radio without 
confusing the listeners .as much 
as the husbands. Grant’s distinctive 
music-bound voice is very much 
in evidence and should be a very 
great asset in radio comedy. But it 
hasn’t yet had much to say. 
In addition to the Blandings, 
characters include a lawyer named 
Bill, the Blanding* best friend who 
passes most of his time insulting 
both of them; and a couple of salty 
old country folk who don’t make 
much sense either. The dream house 
Is almost a character in itself. The 
door bell sets the, washing machine 
in motion; the front hall light 
switch rings the doorbell; and com­ 
munications between the master 
bedroom and the kitchen are car­ 
ried on by means of two tin cans 
connected by a string. It ought to 
be funny, allright. It just isn’t. I’m 
still rooting for the Grants, though, 
since Cary Grant has proved on 
numerous guest appearances that 
he is a very expert radio comedian 
when given a chance. About Miss 
Drake I have grave reservations. 


The Grant show is sponsored, in­ 
cidentally, by TWA, the air-line 
people, and bless my soul, if they 
li&ven't got a singing commercial: 


“You’ll love to fly
